The year of panics and epidemics, of wars 
or rather rumors of wars, is now a matter of 
history. Itis no longer a reality;and on 
this beautiful first Sunday mornicg,in the 
near measure of time, let us take a brave look 
ahead. We had much to be thankful for the 
past, and we believe the future, even the im- 
mediate future, is full of promise to us asa 
people. 

As the new year comes in perhaps no sub- 
ject is attracting more attention in the South 
than that of immigration. An unusual in- 
terest is manifested in the subject; papers 
and speakers far and near down in Dixie, 
are discussing it in allits aspects, And it is 
not a matter of talk only. An appreciable 
stream of immigration is flowing into at 
least two Southern States—Texas and Vir- 
ginia—both from across the ocewn and from 
toe States of the North and West. The 
former State has widely and persistently 
published her advantages of soil and charac- 
ter, and is now reaping a rich harvest from 
the swarming human hives of Europe, and 
from the energetic Northwest. A concerted 
effort to attract white labor has recently been 
developed in upper South Carolina, Else- 
where inthe broad territory that lies under 
the sunny skies ‘here isno unanimity of ac- 
tion that can successfully cope with the 
agents of the Upper Mississippi Valley, or 
even with those from the far distant piains. 
We cannot reasonably expect to feel the tide 
of immigration wbea the West personally 
invites each immigrant, and we ate dumb 
and our advantages unheralded. Those sec- 
tions of the South that seek immigrants as 
a merchsnt seeks customers secure them, and 
the rest do not and will not. 

Nature, it istrue, has given us many ad- 
vantages in the race, but of what use are 
those advantages if they remain hidden un- 
der a bushel? There isa deal of prejudice 
and ignorance concerning wus,—both of 
which are more or less exaggerated by our 
western rivals—to be met and réfuted. Be- 
Cause & portion of your sea-board, and some 
of our river bottoms, are hot and unhealthy, 
it is asserted that the whole South is full of 
malarial diseases. Our rivals in this business 
do not hesit te to assert that there is no 
desire in the South for immigration; tbat 
persecution and rotten tax-making gove:n- 
ments await the unfortunate man who goes 
hither. We should not permit men to lie 
us out of what we sadly need. We have in 
the upland sections of the seaboard States 
specially adapted to white labor—neither 
hot nor malarious, pleasant at all seasons,

Just inside the enclosure, 
which surrounds the keeper's house, we 
found the corner stone of the cemetery. It 
contains the date of the founding and names 
of the founders. Near this we noticed some 
immense oak trees. The size of them is so 
enormous that if it could be 
accurately stated to one not beholding 
them he would be incredulous. They are 
truly “monarchs of the forest,” for they are 
said to be more than two hundred years old. 
One of the finest private monuments in the 
cemetery is one erected to Elbert P. Jones, 
by his widow. It issolid Italian marble, and 
ia gaid to have cost $10,000. Some of the 
designs and representations, carved upon it, 
are 6o delicately and finely chiseled that it is 
said to have taken three or four years in their 
coustraction. The Washington Light In- 
fantry have alsoa very handsome monument 
of Kentucky marble, erected to the memory 
of their fallen comrades. The vaults, of which 
there area large number, are considered to he 
the finestin the South.
